Monday  night’s  Mask  Club 
presentation  proved  to  be  an  un- 
usual production  in  a form  of 
drama  called  constructivism. 

••THE  DAWN”  by  Verhaern, 
is  one  of  the  few  plays  written 
for  constructivism  and  the  at- 
tempt to  re-create  this  form  of 
drama  on  stage  at  College  Hall 
didn’t  prove  entirely  successful.
